Hundreds of plants and business 
establishments in the v alley whose 
operations emit air pollutants may 
hav e to pay annual fees for the in­ 
spection of their facilities starting 
nex t y ear. 
The fees probably will range from 
$50 to $1,000, depending on the size of 
th e business and the amount of pollu­ 
tan ts they create, according to the 
So u th ern California Air Pollution 
Co n tro l District. 
A public hearing has been set in the 
Pomona City Council chambers for 9 
a m Dec. 3 to take statements from 
those who fav or or oppose the 
proposal 
Affected by the planned annual 
fees are all businesses which use 
gasoline products, solv ents, coals, 
and other 
pollutants. Ty pical es­ 
tablishments coming under that 
sch ed u le are gasoline stations, 
printing firm s, dry cleaners. 


hospitals, chemical plants, industrial 
p lan ts th at burn f u e l, and 
restaurants that use charbroiling 
methods for cooking 
Until now only Riv erside and San 
Bernardino 
counties hav e been 
requiring annual inspection fees. 
Orange and Los Angeles counties 
hav e been doing their inspection 
work for free Superv isors from the 
four c o u n tie s m ake up the 
membership of the SCAPCD board. 
For the annual fee, APCD inspec­ 
tors will check all em m ission 
sources to ascertain they don t ex ­ 
ceed limits imposed by the district. 
The proposal to charge for the in­ 
spections is pushed by the board 
because it would reduce the amount 
each count would hav e to contribute 
in tax money to the operation of the 
APCD. 
District officials want the fees, at 
least for the immediate future, to 
prev ent the lay off of 190 to 150 ot 


their staff of 275 by the end of the 
y ear.

What has brought the fee proposal 
to a head was the decision of the Los 
Angeles County Board of Superv isors 
to balk a state mandate that requires 
each county to pay for the cost of air 
pollution control within their general 


The superv isors resented the 
state's interference in the operation 
of their district, and felt that if the 
state was going to set the controls, 
the state should pay the costs. 
To protest the mandate, the Los 
Angeles County superv isors withheld 
their contribution to the APCD for 
the fiv e-month period that starts in 
February , and the district found 
itself $2 4 million short. 
The deficit, if not made up, would 
fo rce the district to lay off about half 
of its employ es by the end of nex t 
month.

Th ere is no indication on whether 
th e Los. Angeles Superv isors in­ 


tended to continue their financial 
boy cott bey ond nex t J une County of­ 
ficials said they were hopeful that 
that the state legislature would make 
some 
modification of the present 
smog control law that would be more 
acceptable to the Los Angeles board 
But Los Angeles County Superv isor 
Ed Edelman, a proponant of the in­ 
spection fees, feels the business fac­ 
tion which pollutes the air, rather 
than the general public, should pay 
for the cost. 
He say s the fees should generate 
about $4.2 million annually and 
should be adopted as a permanent 
part of the APCD operation. 
“ I agree with my colleagues that if 
the state wants to control local air 
pollution efforts, it should pay for 
them and not ex pect local tax pay ers 
to fund another state-mandated 
program.'' he declared. ‘But at the 
same time. 1 am alarmed that our 
refusal to pay our share will mean 
crippling our local battle against air 


pollution A reasonable alternativ e is 
to adopt the annual permit fee 
sy stem which not only would 
allev iate the financial crisis, but 
would reduce the tax burden.’ 
He noted that Los Angeles and 
Orange counties hav e only been 
charging fees at the outset of an 
operation “ and then, not enough to 
fully recov er the district s full 
costs. 
The SCAPCD estimated that if the 
fees are enacted by J an. 1, the 
rev enue of about $15 million for the 
last fiv e months of the fiscal y ear 
would be sufficient to av oid the plan­ 
ned lay offs. 
A full y ear's rev enue from the in­ 
spection fees could be more than 
half of the district's $7 9 million 
operating cost. 
The superv isor said he hoped that 
the state could be conv inced to take 
ov er the fiscal responsibilities of the 
counties through the introduction of 
new legislation nex t spring.

The short form, or form 1040A, had 
een released sev eral weeks earlier, 
Iso with a number of complicated 
lodifications from the prev ious 
ear. 
This y ear, hundreds of thousands 


of tax pay ers who had become ac­ 
customed to just adding up their in­ 
come and then finding their tax es on 
a table will now hav e to take sev eral 
other steps. 
They ’ll start by adding up their in­ 
come, as they hav e in the past. But 
then they will hav e to subtract either 
standard or itemized deductions and 
then personal ex emptions to reach 
tax able income. Only at that point 
could new tables be used to find the 
tax load. 
On the other hand, this new sy stem 
could make it easier for some tax ­ 
pay ers who hav e been going through 
this procedure in the past. 
Since the new tables will cov er all 
tax able income up to $20,000, these 
tax pay ers will not hav e to use a for­ 
mula to compute their tax es.

Israeli official 
flays U.S. over 
UN council vote 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Foreign 
Minister Yigal Alton lashed out at 
the United States today for joining in 
a Security Council indictment of 
Israeli policies in occupied Arab 
territories. 
After rejecting two similar resolu­ 
tions earlier this y ear, the United 
States joined in a unanimous 
Security Council statement Thurs­ 
day in New York It deplored IsraeU 
settlements in occupied Arab terri­ 
tories and any action “ which tends to 
change the status” of J erusalem, 
calling such actions illegal and 
an 
obstacle to peace.” 
tt 
“ I am v ery , v ery disappointed, 
Alton told Ambassador Malcolm 
Toon. “ I am only say ing good morn­ 
ing out of conv ention. This is a real 
blow to any political progress toward 
peace.” 
Alton added that “ in the past y ou 
managed to defuse this in the coun­ 
cil.” 
Toon, who was accompany ing 12 
U.S. congressmen v isiting Israel, 
was embarrassed by Alton’s anger in 
front of reporters and cameramen. 
"We ll talk about it later,” he mut- 
tered 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin had 
said he ex pected Washington to pres­ 
sure Israel in 1977 for concessions 
toward a peace settlement with the 
Arabs. But the about-face before the 
change of ad m in istration in 
Washington came as a great sur­ 
prise.

Last Ju ly, the federal Environm ental Protection 
Agency told New York C ity and some 100 other 
Eastern Seaboard m unicipalities that they had until 
1981 to stop dumping crud in the ocean 


Since 1924, these m unicipalities have been barg­ 
ing m illions of tons of sewage sludge a year out to a 
point about 12 m iles off New York Harbor, turning 
the area into a veritable dead sea. 


It is a very real question whether the cities w ill 
be able to meet even this liberal deadline set by the 
E P A . One estim ate is that it w ill take more than 
$500 m illion to develop landfill sites or alternative 
disposal methods, and New York City, for one, is 
already complaining that its current fiscal straits 
make it impossible to spend any money on the 


phaseout. 


Meanwhile, nature began taking a bit of revenge 
this summer when pollution forced the closing of 
Long Island beaches. 
* 


ThiS;situation, which is probably the worst exam­ 
ple of pollution in the nation, is what Jim m y Carter 
would have called a “ disgrace” - would have^that 
is, if either he or Gerald Ford had presented the 
Am erican people with some real challenges during 
the presidential campaign instead of encouraging 
them in the belief that all their problems are the 
iault of somebody else 


The fact is that our cities, which can do no more 
than their citizens give them the mandate and the 
means to do, trail well behind industry in the mat 
ter of cleaning up pollution. 


The W all Street Journal recently reported, lor ex­ 
ample, that the worst polluters of the Mississippi 
River are not private companies but the com­ 
munities along it. In the Baton Rouge area, Exxon 
Corn alone has spent $40 m illion to clean up its 
refinery operations and the E P A says that other 
companies are doing almost as well. 


By contrast, it took the E P A five years and a law­ 
suit to force the city of Baton Rouge to spend $10 
million to upgrade its sewage treatm ent plants. 


The much-maligned industrial polluters are “ far 
and away ahead of m unicipalities” in complying 
with the W ater Pollution Control Act of 1972, says 
E P A chief Russell Tram. 


That law set an initial deadline of Ju ly 1, 1977 for 
certain im provem ents in both industrial and 
municipal waste-water treatm ent. The E P A now 
expects that 90 per cent of all m ajor industries w ill 
meet the deadline but only halt the nation’s cities 
and towns, serving 40 per cent ot the U.S. popula­ 
tion. w ill meet them. 


The E P A is finding it much tougher to move 
against local politicians than against business ex- 
eeutives. “ You can shut down a plant,” says one

per cent. 


It w ill get worse. The E P A estim ates that 
meeting the requirem ents of the law nationwide 
w ill cost the federal government $105 billion and the 
cities $35 billion for what amounts to the biggest 
continuing public works program after highways 


Even when the treatment plants are built, the 
costs of running and maintaining them w ill cause 
fiscal problems for many local governments, and 
because of inflation the costs go on rising 


Thus the probability is that we w ill increasingly 
look to Washington to pay more and more of the 
cost of achieving a clean environment - even 
though the federal government has no money ex- 
<*ept what it takes from the people in the form of 
taxes, or creates by running the inflationary 
printing presses overtim e — even as we all bemoan 
the steady growth of “ big government ”

W ASHINGTON — The nation 
watched the poignant scene in the 
White House as Betty Ford, her chin 
high, read the concession telegram 
her husband was too hoarse to read 
But even more touching were the 
scenes that the public never saw 
Before President Ford faced the 
TV cameras to concede his defeat, 
he gathered his family in the oval of­ 
fice 
Only a few intimates were 
allowed inside. They have described 
the scene for us. The President, ex­ 
hausted and voiceless after 12 days 
of the1 most arduous campaigning 
any president had ever endured, 
tried to bolster his fam ily’s spirits 
Like the quarterback of a defeated 
but undisgraced team, be spoke quiet 
words of encouragement. The hoarse 
whisper made the words all the more 
heart-wrenching 
Sons Steve. Jack and Michael tried 
not to show their hurt 
Michael’s 
wife. Jayne, also managed to keep 
her composure. The First Lady had 
an air of pride, without defiance. 
Only daughter Susan seemed incon­ 
solable. She couldn't hold back the 
tears. She turned away, perhaps to 
hide* the* tears from her lather, and 
gazed out the window at the chilly 
autumn day. She continued to weep, 
without sobbing 
Betty Ford began reading the con­ 
cession telegram softly to herself 
The others hushed to listen Then 
they tiled into the room where the 
cameras were waiting. 
As the nation watched, the Presi­ 
dent explained that his voice was too 
strained tor him to speak His wife 
took over. “ The President asked me 
to tell you.” she began, “ that he 
telephoned president-elect Carter a 
short time ago and congratulated 
him on his victory . . . . 
Once it was done, the family 
separated. Ford stepped into the 
crowd, mouthing silent hellos. Then 
he disappeared into the oval office, 
alone except for his appointments 
secretary, Terry O'Donnell, and 
photographer-friend David Kenner- 


ly 
Inside, he threw a strong arm 
around O Donnell s shoulders. 
Another man might have spoken of 
lus own pain of defeat or, at least, 
might have asked how the TV- perfor­ 


mance» looked 
But Gerald Ford apologized to his 
young aide». “ 1 see you so often. ” said 
the President, and 1 still don t get a 
chance to thank you for the great 
help vou've been to me. ’ 
Suddenly, the tough O'Donnell s 
eves were afloat. 
Is there anything 1 can do for 
you?” pressed the* Pre*side»nt. 
It 
there is, le*t me know 
Kennerly, tears streaming down 
his own chc*eks. walked from the 
room. O’Donnell struggled to control 
his emotions, so he could tell the 
olde»r man what he* had meant to 
them all 
The aide spoke of the 
President s courage and humor, of 
the miracle comeback against the 
mids O’Donnell started to add that 
he had never seen such manliness 
and dignity under fire. 
But the words choked in his throat 
he* broke down The President cut 
him off. “ We’ve got a lot to be proud 
of.’’ he whispered. Then he smiled 
and growled through his frog's 
throat “ Come on, keep your chin up- 
t " 
O’Donnell, the tears now in flood 
stage, left the office And the Presi­ 
dent ot the United Slates, lips tight, 
turned to the papers on his desk

Later, the President 
met informally with a few top aides 
It was a relaxed session.

Although defeated in his bid for reelection Sen. John V. 
Tunnev has the chance to go down like a champion. Being 
the son of a great heavyweight champion who retired 
gracefully from the ring, it should be an easy thing for 
Tunney to go out in style 
For Tunney has it within his power to perform one last 
service tor the state It would be a beau geste to be 
remembered That would be the statesmanlike act ot 
resigning before his term ends in January. 
This final act would cost him but little, the loss ot a few 
davs pav. but could be of great benefit to the state. For it 
might give Sen-elect S I 
Hayakawa an important 
seniority edge over the other newly elected U.S. senators. 
And seniority in the nation's mightiest legislative body is 
no small matter 
Tunnev should bear no grudge against Hayakawa It 
was a fair fight and Tunney lost more because of his own 
failures and misjudgments of the voter mood, especially 
on the farm labor issue, than anything Hayakawa did 
But even if the defeat does rankle, Tunney can now 
show real class bv putting that aside in the interest ol 
what is now best for the people of his state. 
One does not have to reach too tar back in the state s 
history7 to find precedent tor such magnanimous action 
This very deed was done by Sen. Sheridan Downey back in 
1950. Downey had been elected to the Senate in 1938 and 
had opted to retire. Congresswoman Helen Gahagan 
Douglas was nominated to succeed him. She was opposed 
by Richard Nixon wh o had been elected to Congress two 
years earlier. It was a Republican year which saw Ear! 
Warren elected to an unprecedented third term as gover­ 
nor Although Nixon received no help from Warren he 
defeated Douglas easily. 
Shortly thereafter Downey, a Democrat with little hk-

sa." Warren bristling red snapped “ What0” whereupon 
Nixon repeated " I said or vice versa.”

WASHINGTON - In the after­ 
math of the recent elections there is 
much joy and some apprehension in 
most congressional offices. 
Not only are most of the staffs, 
primarily Democratic in the first 
place, still employed, by virtue of 
their employers' reelection, but tor 
the first time in nearly a decade a 
Democrat will occupy the White 
House. 
It will be. in fact, the first time 
most of us, because of the transient 
nature of the media and congres­ 
sional staffs in the capital, will have 
experienced a government totally 
dominated by one party. 
The last time it happened Lyndon 
Johnson launched his “ G reat 
Society” campaign and, lest we 
should iorget, escalated the V ietnam 
War 


Having a Democrat at the other 
end of Pennsylvania Avenue also 
means Democratic congressmen 
will get the jump on notifying the 
press about special government 
programs, something Republicans 
have dominated. 
Along with those trivial, but im­ 
portant reasons for joy among 
Democratic staffs are the more sub­ 
stantive advantages. 
For the first time since 1967

DEAR W.D.: Au contraire On a p er gram basis, or 
otherwise, there isn’t any caged bird less delicate than a 
p lu ckv little p arakeet Parakeets do die by the hu ndreds 
or thou sands daily in this cou ntry , bu t not becau se it's a 
basically delicate sp ecies Tru e, some die y ou ng becau se 
they are the v ictims of p oor breeding. Yet p oor care is a 
far more p rev alent cau se. Ev en when bu dgies are basical­ 
ly (genetically ) sou nd, it’s u nu su al for them to be able to 
liv e ou t a normal life sp an in the home env ironment. 
Many die of p u re neglect Many becau se lov ing bu t u n­ 
thinking owners su bject them to hazards ranging froiy | 
sev ere drafts to a flaming firep lace, too the “friendly ’ 
family feline The v ast majority of p arakeets su ccu mb 
long before their time from more insidiou s cau ses, stres­ 
ses related to a less-than-ideal env ironment , and * 
frequ ently , too, from long-time malnu trition.

The low lev el of X 
ray s u sed, and esp ecially if a lead 
shield was u sed, can't p ossibly affect 
his rep rodu ctiv e organs 
Millions of males hav e receiv ed 
mu ch more radiation than that and 
hav e not had any ill effects from it. 
This is tru e ev en thou gh a lead shield 
for the genitals was not a standard 
p rocedu re at one time. I ap p rov e of 
the p recau tion of u sing a shield bu t 
the tru th is that the u su al amou nt of 
radiation inv olv ed in the nu mber of 
diagnostic X ray s u sed is far below 
the lev el that will cau se any harm.

blow the Spartans out of the stadium Thursday night 
The Wolf pack scored its first touchdowns with just six 
seconds elapsed, scored another within four minutes and 
took a 21-0 lead with just over nine minutes gone 
But Damien settled down to its usual ball control type 
of offense and tied the game with three touchdowns in the 
second period 
The Spartans scored the winning touchdown on the first

NEW YORK (LENS) - With 25 
produ ctions, 15 of w hich a re 
mu sicals, and with 3 more hav ing 
opened last week, Broadway is 
bu siner than at any time in the past 
decade. Althou gh ticket prices are as 
high as $15 for most mu sicals, the 
theaters are packed. 
Receipts hav e almost dou bled in 
the past fiv e y ears and the recov ery 
on Broadway has increased bu siness 
for the city ’s restau rants, hotels and 
nightclu bs. 
There is no single ex planation for 
Broadway 's boom. Certainly there 
are more attractiv e shows than at 
any time in the recent past: the 
nu mber of clearcu t hits that regu lar­ 
ly play to packed hou ses is v ery 
large. 
Some produ cers who note that 
Broathv ay did well in the 19 30s, du r­ 
ing the great depression su ggest that 
their e sse ntia lly m id d le-class 
patrons are flocking to tu nefu l, at­ 
tractiv e shows to escape from 
reality . Bu t more logical and signifi­ 
cant are the many theatre-hotel 
packages, now offered by the airlines 
to ou t-of-state v isitors. 
The newest featu re on Broadway 
howev er, has been the rise of black 
middle-class theatre-goers, especial­ 
ly for shows with black casts or 
black au thors. This new au dience has 
been growing steadily ov er the past 
fiv e y ears. Bu t it has bu rgeoned this 
season with the arriv al of two new 
hits, an original v ersion of George 
Gershwin’s “ Porgy and Bess" and a 
play entitled “ For Colored Girls who 
hav e Considered Su icide When the 
Rainbow is E nu f” by Ntozake 
Shange. 
In addition, Broadway ’s fare in­ 
clu des “ Me and Bessie." a mu sical 
abou t the legendary jazz singer Bes­ 
sie Smith; “The Wiz,” a black v er­ 
sion of the Wizard of Oz; “ Bu bbling 
Brown Su gar,” which featu res Vi­ 
v ian Reed, a new singing and danc­ 
ing star; and an all-black v ersion of 
“ Gu y s and Dolls.” Later in the 
season, a play based on Martin 
Lu ther King Jr. is schedu led tor a 
limited ru n 
The popu larity of these black 
shows, which also attract sizeable 
white au diences, owes a great deal to 
the growth of regional theater. 
Increasingly 
regional 
companies, 
su ch as the A rena S tag e in 
Washington, DC., hav e been in­ 
cu bators for actors and produ ctions 
that hav e ev entu ally prov ed su cces­ 
sfu l on Broadway 
The regional theater is now a 
reliable sou rce of m aterial for 
Broadway , and, according to Alex ­ 
ander Cohen, who regu larly brings 
British shows to Broadway , it offers 
more in the way of ex citing or 
qu ality produ ctions than the London

P a tr ic ia H e a r s t’s a t ­ 
torneys deny reports that 
the heiress is a stubborn 
and uncooperativ e prisoner 
but say she liv es in cons­ 
tant fear that she will be 
Rilled. 
“ Any c om m e nts by 
anyone about her being un­ 
cooperativ e are simply un­ 
tru e,” said attorney A1 
Johnson. 


He and partner 
F. Lee 
Bailey slipped quietly in 
and out of Los Angeles 
Wednesday for a meeting 
w ith 
M iss 
H e a r s t ’s 
prose c u tors about her 
scheduled Jan. 10 trial here 
on kidnaping, robbery and 
assault charges. 


The 22-year-old heiress, 
se rv ing a se v e n-ye a r 
sentence for bank robbery, 
is settled into a priv ate 
room on the third fl°°r 
the m odern San Diego 
prison where she was 
transferred Tuesday at her 
request. 
A s s oc ia te 
W arden 
George Rodgers said she 
has been giv en a ‘‘work 
schedule” which includes 
cleaning her room and 
helping other inmates with 
work in the common room 
and kitchen. 
She was brought to San 
Diego from the federal 
prison at P leasanton, 
Calif., 650 miles north, 
* where she was sent after 
• her sentencing Sept. 24.

- Hearst had been the sub- 
1 ject of numerous death 
I threats and was “upset to 
the point where she was 
distraught.” He said she 
did not feel adequately safe 
: at Pleasanton. 


“She was anxious and 
apprehensiv e always about 
her safety and complained 
, about it quite a bit, 
Johnson said, adding that 
; these complaints ‘‘may 
■ hav e been interpreted as 
■ lack of cooperation.” 


Bailey told a news con­ 
ference Wednesday night 
that Miss Hearst feared for 
her life at Pleasanton. He 
said there had been sev eral 
“ leaks” that because she 


had turned informant she 
would be reprim anded 
physically by other in­ 
mates. 
For the second day, a 
newspaper reported that 
u nna m e d s ou rc e s a t 
P leasanton 
said M iss 
H earst was a difficult 
prisoner 
The San Jose News said 
its source described the 
heiress as stubborn and un­ 
cooperativ e and said, “She 
h a s b e e n u na b l e to 
m a ni pu l a t e people in 
charge of her. 
The New York Times 
reported earlier that Miss 
Hearst had refused to do 
chores assigned to her and 
had thrown tantrums at 
Pleasanton. 
The News said Miss 
Hearst was pronounced in

It 
quoted a source as saying, 
“ She has gained a few 
pounds.

charged with 
deceptive ads 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— A large mail order com­ 
pany, Fingerhut Corp. of 
Minnesota, has been charg­ 
ed with deceptiv e adv er­ 
tising in a suit filed by the 
city district attorney’s of­ 
fice. 
The suit charges the 
company adv ertises a 
$7 9 95 tape player for 
$29.95, then in “ fine print 
buried in a footnote” says 
the purchaser must also 
buy 15 tapes, the total 
purchase costing $17 6.52. 
“ Also buried in the foot­ 
note,” said a statement 
from the DA’s office 
Wednesday, “ is the fact 
that the consumer will be 
obligated to pay in install­ 
ments and pay a finance 
charge of 20 per cent, 
which is greater than that 
allowed by California 
law ” 
Fingerhut Vice P resi­ 
dent Sheldon Halpern said 
in Minnetonka. Minn , that 
the district attorney’s of­ 
f i c e a ppa r e nt l y h a s 
“ de c i de d to l i t i g a t e 


“ We are not a fly-by- 
night operation,” he said. 
“ We do not rip people off. 
If any of our customers 
doesn’t like the m e r ­ 
chandise we send, they 
hav e 30 days to send it 
back, no obligation.” 
Last year Fingerhut’s 
mail order sales exceeded 
$250 million The company 
claims to be one of the 
nation’s largest mail order 
businesses. 


The district attorney s 
office said the complaint 
will seek full restitution for 
consumers found to be v ic- 
t i m s of t h e a l l e g e d 
fraudulent practices, plus 
civ il penalties of $2,500 for 
ev ery v iolation. 


The DA’s office said its 
inv estigation of Fingerhut 
was touched off by a 
woman who complained 
she had ordered three tape 
players, expecting to pay 
$7 9.95 “To her dismay,” 
said the statement, “she 
was billed $560.52, which 
included 45 cassette tapes 


British NATO 
official hits 
surprises by 
U.S. industry 


' SAN DIEGO (AP)—A 
British official of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion says United States in­ 
dustry has got to stop 
springing new and costly 
w e a pons s ys t e m s 
on 
NATO. 
Peter Brown, who heads 
the Air Armament Section 
of NATO’s Defense Sup­ 
port group, said NATO has 
ordered F16 fighters for 
the 1980s, but now finds a 
U. S. manufacturer is com­ 
ing out with a new elec­ 
tronics surv eillance air­ 
craft. 
Brown told a civ ic club 
recently another problem 
is that the F16 has dif­ 
ferent armament not com­

Edmund Brown J r.’s state 
health director, predicted 
Wednesday that fewer than 
half the state’s 26 PHPs 
will s u r v i v e f e de r a l 
scrutiny when their state 
contracts expire early next 
year. 
T h e 
new 
f e de r a l 
guidelines allow states to 
renew contracts with some 
PHP s that don’t pass 
federal muster, but Cali­ 
fornia will not do so, 
Lackner said. 
His action, approv ed by 
Mario Obledo, Brown’s 
H e a l t h a nd W e l f a r e 
secretary, stem s 
from 
problems that hav e sur­ 
rounded the program since 
it was started by Reagan 
aide Earl Brian. 
T h e 
$ 100- m i l l i on 
program now prov ides 
care for about 200,000 Medi 
Cal recipients. 
The nonprofit PHPs get 
a flat rate per month for 
ev ery Medi-Cal recipient 
they sign up. The state is 
supposed to screen the 
plans to make sure they 
giv e adequate care. 
Under Medi-Cal each 
v isit to a hospital or doctor 
by a recipient is reim ­ 
bursed.

Old furniture beaten 


By ANDY LANG

If you see someone 
beating the daylights out of 
a piece of furniture, don t 
assume that he or she has 
gone berserk. 
You may be watching 
nothing more than a 
process called “ distres­ 
sing.” a form of controlled 
mayhem on an inanimate 
object. It usually precedes 
the application of an an- 
t ique 
fin ish 
and 
is 
sometimes known by itself 
as antiquing 
While most of us worry 
about the possibility of 
marring the furniture in 
our homes, those who dis­ 
tress furniture are con­ 
stantly figuring out new 
ways to make it appear 
older than it is. The idea, of 
course, is to produce the 
effect of age and wear by 
deliberate means, much 
.like a makeup artist works 
over a young actor to 
prepare him for the role of 
an old man 
Did you know there are 
factories that specialize in 
turnin g out antique 
reproductions by using the 
various methods of distres­ 
sing0 Unfortunately, there 
are some individuals who 
“ age” a piece of furniture 
with the purpose of selling 
it as an authentic antique 
How do you distress 
furniture? By hitting it 


with a metal chain; 
rounding sharp edges, but 
not uniformly; denting it 
with a ball peen hammer; 
whacking it with old keys 
on a string; scratching it 
with nails; rubbing it with 
dirt; sanding it against the 
grain; bleaching it in the 
sun; staining it with 
chem icals; 
rolling a 
grinding wheel across the 
surface; drilling it to 
create artificial worm 
holes; scorching it with a 
propane torch; and using 
dozens of other ways to 
simulate aging 
Ail of these procedures 
are not used on a single 
piece of furniture, since 
the trick is to age the fur­ 
niture and not demolish it, 
but two or three different 
distress methods are often 
applied to a single object 
It all depends on how old 
and how worn you want the 
furniture to seem to be 
Distressing is only half 
the project 
Alter that 
comes the task of applying 
an antique finish, known 
inanv years ago simply as 
glazing. There are several 
ways of doing this, but it 
consists basically of put­ 
ting on an opaque base 
coat, allowing it to dry, 
then applying a translucent 
paint and quickly wiping 
off part of it. If done 
properly, the base color 
shows through the glaze 


and gives what may or 
may not be the desired an­ 
tique effect

Color in the garden when 
winter rain and cold makes

Hundreds of plants and business 
establishments in the valley whose 
operations emit air pollutants may 
have to pay annual fees for the in­ 
spection of their facilities starting 
next year. 
The fees probably will range from 
$5(1 to $1.000, depending on the size of 
the business and the amount oi pollu­ 
tants they create, according to the 
Southern California Air Pollution 
Control District. 
A public hearing has been set m the 
Pomona City Council chambers for 9 
a m Dec. 3 to take statements from 
those who favor or oppose the 
proposal. 
Affected by the planned annual 
fees are all businesses which use 
gasoline products, solvents, coals, 
and other 
pollutants. Typical es­ 
tablishm ents coming under that 
schedule are gasoline stations, 
p rin tin g firm s, dry c le a n e rs, 


hospitals, chemical plants, industrial 
p l a n t s t h a t b u r n f u e l , an d 
restaurants that use charbroiling 
methods for cooking. 
Until now only Riverside and San 
Bernardino 
counties have been 
requiring annual inspection fees. 
Orange and Los Angeles counties 
have been doing their inspection 
work for free Supervisors from the 
fo u r c o u n t i e s m a k e up th e 
membership of the SCAPCD board 
For the annual fee, APCD inspec­ 
tors will check all em m ission 
sources to ascertain they don’t ex­ 
ceed limits imposed by the district. 
The proposal to charge for the in­ 
spections is pushed by the board 
because it would reduce the amount 
each count would have to contribute 
in tax money to the operation of the 
APCD. 
District officials want the fees, at 
least for the immediate future, to 
prevent the layoff ot 100 to 150 ot

What has brought the fee proposal 
to a head was the decision of the Los 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors 
to balk a state mandate that requires 
each county to pay for the cost of air 
pollution control within their general 


The supervisors resented the 
state's interference in the operation 
of their district, and felt that if the 
state was going to set the controls, 
the state should pay the costs. 
To protest the mandate, the Los 
Angeles County supervisors withheld 
their contribution to the APCD for 
the five-month period that starts in 
February, and the district foun 
itself $2 4 million short. 
The deficit, if not made up. would 
force the district to lay off about halt 
of its employes by the end of next 


There is no indication on whether 
the Los Angeles Supervisors in­ 


tended to continue their financial 
boycott beyond next June County of­ 
ficials said they were hopeful that 
that the state legislature would make 
some 
modification of the present 
smog control law that would be more 
acceptable to the Los Angeles board 
But Los Angeles County Supervisor 
Ed Edelman, a proponant of the in­ 
spection fees, feels the business fac­ 
tion which pollutes the air, rather 
than the general public, should pay 
for the cost 
He says the fees should generate 
about $4.2 million annually and 
should be adopted as a permanent 
part of the APCD operation. 
' i agree with my colleagues that it 
the state wants to control local air 
pollution efforts, it should pay for 
them and not expect local taxpayers 
to fund another state-m andated 
program,’’ he declared. “ But at the 
same time, 1 am alarmed that our 
refusal to pay our share will mean 
crippling our local battle against air 


pollution A reasonable alternative is 
to adopt the annual perm it fee 
sy stem w hich not only would 
alleviate the financial crisis, but 
would reduce the tax burden. 
He noted that Los Angeles and 
Orange counties have only been 
charging fees at the outset of an 
operation “ and then, not enough to 
fully recover the d istrict's full 
costs ’’ 
The SCAPCD estimated that if the 
fees are enacted by Jan. I, the 
revenue of about $1.5 million for the 
last five months of the fiscal year 
would be sufficient to avoid the plan­ 
ned layoffs. 
A full year’s revenue from the in­ 
spection fees could be more than 
half of the district’s $7 9 million 
operating cost. 
The supervisor said he hoped that 
the state could be convinced to take 
over the fiscal responsibilities of the 
counties through the introduction of 
new legislation next spring.

A second lifeboat from the sunken 
ship was spotted drifting out of 
reach.

Guard plane dropped six 20-man rub 
ber rafts and survival kits containing 
fresh water, food, lights and flares to 
the men.

WASHINGTON (AP> - If you get 
a pocket calculator for Christmas, 
it’s likely to come in handy when you 
tote up your federal income tax after 
the New Year 
Internal Revenue Service Commis- 
sioner Donald C. Alexander is warn­ 
ing taxpayers that completing the 
new tax return “could be more dif­ 
ficult” thah in the past One reason is 
the amount of math that will be 
required for the first time for many 
taxpayers 
Alexander's message is contained 
in an introduction to the new 1040, 
the so-called long form, that the 1Kb 
released Thursday 
The short form, or form 1040A had 
been released several weeks earlier, 
also with a number ol complicated 
modifications from the previous 
year 
This year, hundreds of thousands 


of taxpayers who had become ac­ 
customed to just adding up their in­ 
come and then finding their taxes on 
a table will now have to take several 
other steps, 
They ’ll start by adding up their in­ 
come, as they have in the past But 
then they will have to subtract either 
standard or itemized deductions and 
then personal exemptions to reach 
taxable income Only at that point 
could new tables be used to find the 
tax load. 
On the other hand, this new system 
could make it easier for some tax­ 
payers who have been going through 
this procedure in the past 
Since the new tables will cover all 
taxable income up to $20,000, these 
taxpayers will not have to use a for­ 
mula to com pute their taxes. 
Instead, they will be able to use the 
tables 
Nevertheless, an IRS spokesman 
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said the service is concerned that 
this single change required by 
Congress will result in many more 
arithmetic errors than in previous 
years. The congressional tax-writing 
committees have claimed the change 
will simplify taxes by requiring only 
two pages of tax tables instead of the 
10 used in the past 
Yet another change on the 1976 
form involves the $30 credit lor each 
taxpayer and dependent. It used to 
be a simple subtraction from taxes. 
This year it has been increased to 
$35, but also has an added complica 
lion A taxpayer will have to decide 
whether a straight $33 credit is best 
or whether he should take the op­ 
tional 2 per cent of taxable income 
up to a maximum $100 for most 
returns This ceiling is $00 for in­ 
dividuals who are married but file 
separately.

State officials asked to help 
in school desegregation plans 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - State 
education officials again are being 
asked to oversee an end to racial 
segregation in California's public 
schools. 
A proposal by the statewide Equal 
Educational Opportunities Commis­ 
sion was before the state Board of 
Education today, calling for state 
standards and enforcement of racial 
balance. 
State school Supt. Wilson Riles, 
whose office would run the 
desegregation program, refused to 
talk about the proposal Thursday. 
Riles, California’s first black state 
schools chief, told the board in 
September that he would pick a com­ 
mittee of studens. parents and 
educators to work on the integration 
problem. 
He called then for “an education 
solution rather than a legalistic 


solution,” and renewed his opposi­ 
tion to large-scale busing for integra­ 
tion in a big city like Los Angeles 
The commission called for the 
state board to tell school districts 
that “segregated schools (must) be 
eliminated as rapidly as possible 
where reasonable and feasible.” 
The “reasonable and feasible” 
language was taken from a recent 
state Supreme Court decision, which 
said school segregation must be 
abolished whatever its cause but 
schools couldn’t be required to take 
unreasonable measures to do it. 
The effect of the decision is still 
unclear. Also uncertain is whether a 
state agency has the authority to en­ 
force desegregation Voters stripped 
the state board of that power in 1972. 
The state’s last racial survey, in 
1973. found that three-fourths of 
black students and nearly half of 


Spanish-speaking students attended 
schools that had at least 50 per cent 
minority enrollment. 
Under the commission plan, each 
school district would report to Riles 
department periodically on the 
racial composition of its schools. The 
department would also decide 
whether a desegregation plan was 
adequate. 
A segregated school would be 
defined as one “ in which the 
minority student enrollment is so 
disproportionate as realistically to 
isolate minority students from other 
students and thus deprive minority 
and majority students of an in­ 
tegrated educational experience ’ 
The district could adopt its own 
standard of racial balance, or could 
use state guidelines based on dif­ 
ferences in racial makeup among 
schools in a district. 


Desegregation plans would in­ 
clude, where necessary, ‘‘modi­ 
fications in attendance areas and 
practices ” A plan could be modified 
for a number of reasons, including 
* “costs and practical administrative 
problems.” 
Local desegregation plans would 
also have to include community in­ 
volvement in planning 


In a related matter, Riles’ office 
reported that the proportion of 
minorities in special classes for the 
retarded had declined from 55.7 per 
cent in 1968-69 to 46.6 per cent in 1974- 
•75. 
The state legislature passed a 
resolution in 1969 saying there was a 
d isp ro p o rtio n a te num ber of 
minorities in the classes It changed 
eligibility standards for the classes 
several years later. 


Attends Veteran's Day gathering 
Brown makes unusual appearance 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr. has made an un­ 
usual appearance at a traditional 
event — a Veteran’s Day gathering 
— and says the holiday “recalls 
sacrifices ’ made in the past. 
Brown, who typically spurns 
ceremonial occasions, said Thursday 
that the day commemorated those 
who “fought and died in service to 
our country.” 
The Democratic governor said the 
country might be called to make 
further sacrifices — a frequent 
theme of his “ era of lim its” 
speeches. 


Speaking from behind a podium in 
front of a state office building bear­ 
ing the insignia “Bring Me Men to 
Match My Mountains,” Brown said 
“ sometimes it’s war, famine, 
pestilence” facing the country. 
The 38-vear-old governor said the 
United States always manages to 
surmount these problems, however, 
with the armed forces “ on the 
fo refro n t” in defense of the 
“mighty” country. 
Speaking to the crowd of 200. who 
sat under gray skies in yellow metal 
chairs next to a state fountain. 
Brown said th at a Spanish 


philosopher once said: 
“Patriotism is not just defending 
the land of our fathers. It is also 
preserving the land of our children 
Following Brown s speech. B.T. 
Collins, Brown's lobbyist in the state 
Senate who lost a hand and leg in the 
Vietnam War. read a selection from 
war correspondent Ernie Pyle on 
death during war. 
“ The tragic thing we all re­ 
member on Veteran's Day is that 
there was one portion of America 
that decided to go and do that which 
had to be done.” Collins said 
Later Brown was asked by 


reporters why he agreed to attend 
the kind of ceremonial event he 
usually spurns. He responded: “I 
think it’s important to recognize 
Veteran’s Day. It is a ceremony that 
has meaning to a number of people.” 
While the N ational Guard- 
sponsored ceremony at the Capitol 
was held Thursday, some other cities 
in California observed Veteran’s Day 
Oct 25 
In Los Angeles. Mayor Tom 
Bradley spoke at a Veteran's Day 
ceremony in Hollywood Hills. 
In San Francisco, a veterans' 
parade was held Sunday.

Donald L. Reidhaar, general 
counsel for the UC regents, said 
Thursday that the university will 
pursue the appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court seeking to nullify the 
Sept. 16 state ruling striking down its 
minority admissions programs. 
Requesting the university to 
abandon its appeal are the National 
Conference of Black Lawyers, the 
Mexican-American Legal Defense 
and Education Fund (MALDEF» and 
the NAACP Legal Defense and 
Education Fund, separate from the 
NAACP 
NAACP s regional counsel said the 
organization, which has filed a 
friend-of-the-court brief in the case, 
wants the U.S. Supreme Court to 
resolve the issue, 
The court ruled m the case of Allan 
Bakke 36, a white civil engineer in 
Sunnyvale, who argued that the UC 
Davis Medical School discriminated 
against him when it denyed him ad­ 
mission in 1973 and 1974 while reaerv 
ing 16 skits for minority applicants 
The ruling said special admissions 
programs for the disadvantaged 
would be penmssable if designed to 
include poor whites 
Vilma Martinez, president and 
general counsel of MALDEF. said 
Thursday the organization felt the 
university had handled the case poor 
ly but “we can live wth the Bakke 
decision as written 
Nathaniel Colley. Western re­ 
gional counsel for Ute NAACP, said 
in Sacramento that while he agreed 
the trial record was inadequate, the 
case should be argued before the 
U.S. Supreme Court

sion of the trial judge’’ to determine 
whether capital punishment would 
be “appropriate.” 
Utah law does not grant the gover­ 
nor clemency powers, and Rampton, 
an acknowledged supporter of 
capital punishm ent, m ade no 
recommendation Thursday in delay­ 
ing the execution. 
Gilmore, 35, has said repeatedly he 
wants no delay in carrying out his 


death sentence for the murder of 
Provo motel clerk Bennie Bushnell 
during a robbery last July When told 
of Rampton’s action Thursday, 
Gilmore complained he was being 
subjected to “cruel, unusual and in­ 
human punishment.” 
Latimer said that under state law 
he and board members Thomas R. 
Harrison and Harriet L. Marcus 
have two alternatives: to commute

Consumers 
guarantees 
want court

hiked natural gas prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Uhal- 
lengers to new higher price ceilings 
on natural gas want court-eniorced 
guarantees that an estimated $1.5 
billion in annual increases will be 
returned to consumers if the price 
hikes are eventually rolled back 


Consumer groups and public 
representatives urged an appeals 
court on Thursday to require man­ 
datory refunds of the money if the 
courts ultimately revoke the new 
nationwide gas rates adopted one 
week ago by the Federal Power 
Commission 


The price hikes would add about 
$15 to $18 to the average household's 
annual gas bill 
The court has already ruled that 
the new rates can be charged only if 
refund provisions are included, but 


the consumer groups say the court 
order should be expanded to cover 
not only new gas but also flowing 
gas sold before last July 26 and 
should make it clear that cash re­ 
funds would be mandatory if the rate 
increases are later rejected 
Meanwhile. U.S. Rep 
John E 
Moss. D-Calif.. charged that the 
clerk s office of the 5th Circuit Court 
of Appeals gave petroleum com­ 
panies an unfair advantage over con­ 
sumer groups in a 
race to the 
courthouse” that decides whether 
the gas case stays in the court here 
or is transferred to Louisiana as the 
petroleum companies requested 
Moss proposed a change in federal 
law to keep all court reviews of 
Federal Power Commission cases in 
the District of Columbia, eliminating 


the present competition among 
various parties to file elsewhere 
first, sometimes winning by a mat­ 
ter of seconds 
The FPC last Friday raised the 
rates sold by producers to interstate 
pipelines from the previous 52 cents 
per thousand cubic feet to $1 42. or 93 
cents, depending when the gas was

The commission estimated that 
the new price ceilings would add 
some $1 5 billion to $1 8 billion to con­ 
sumers’ gas bills in the first year,

An intensified protective program 
for the investigation erf all deaths at 
Pacific State Hospital has been es^ 
tablished in the wake of reports of 
deaths under suspicious conditions at 
other state hospitals 
“The California State Department 
of Health has instituted a more strict 
program of investigating a[V. 
reporting all deaths at the hospital, 
said Ken Harrison, assistant to the 
medical director at Pacific State 
Hospital. “This includes both natural 
deaths and others 
Pacific State functions as a local 


community medical facility for the 
developmentally disabled 
Patients 
from the community are often ad­ 
mitted to the medical-surgical unit 
in serious or critical condition. 
1 This service as an acute hospital 
contributes significantly to the death 
statistics at Pacific State, 
said 
Harrison. 
“Of the eight deaths that have oc­ 
curred during the past month, seven 
were acutely ill at the time of admis­ 
sion 
Harrison added that, of the 99 
deaths during the past two years at 
the hospital. 25 were referred to the 
l/»s Angeles County Coroner. 


This doesn’t mean that there was 
anything out of order, but the cor­ 
oner must be notified when the at­ 
tending physician is unable to state 
the exact cause of death: when death 
is the result of an accident, when 
death occurs under unusual circum­ 
stances; or when injury is a con­ 
tributing factor 
Harrison explained that Camarillo 
and Metropolitan, state hospitals 
where the cause of a number of 
deaths is now under investigation are 
hospitals for the mentally ill 
‘Camarillo does haw some mental­ 
ly retarded patients, but these units 
ait' separated and operates! under 


their own administration. Harrison 
said 
On the other hand. Pacific State 
and Fairview hospitals house men- 
tallv retarded, or as they are legally 
classified, developmentally disabled, 
patients. 
There have been no charges of 
negligence 
at 
these hospitals. 
Harrison said 
Pacific State has alwavs held a 
unique place in the community, ad­ 
ded the administrator “Our opera­ 
t i c has always been very open and 
the parents ot patients and the public 
have always been involved in our 
programs 


We have an active Parents Coor­ 
dinating Council involved in the 
overall operation of the hospital 
P are n ts meet in the units each 
month and participate in program 
planning ' 
Harrison said that of the 1.7110 resi­ 
dents at the hospital, many are mul- 
tihandicapped patients with chronic 
illnesses 
These patients are frequently- 
cared for in the 
hospital s acute 
medical unit 
“There are no known cases of un 
explained or unreported deaths, at 
Pacific State Hospital. ' Harrison

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Cities are slow 
to clean up 


Last July, the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency told New York City and some 100 other 
Eastern Seaboard municipalities that they had until 
1981 to stop dumping crud in the ocean 


Since 1924, these municipalities have been barg­ 
ing millions of tons of sewage sludge a year out to a 
point about 12 miles off New York Harbor, turning 
the area into a veritable dead sea. 


It is a very real question whether the cities will 
be able to meet even this liberal deadline set by the 
EPA. One estimate is that it will take more than 
$500 million to develop landfill sites or alternative 
disposal methods, and New York City, for one, is 
already complaining that its current fiscal straits 
make it impossible to spend any money on the 
phaseout. 
Meanwhile, nature began taking a bit of revenge 
this summer when pollution forced the closing ot 
Long Island beaches. 
« 
Thi&situation, which is probably the worst exam­ 
ple of pollution in the nation, is what Jimmy Carter 
would have called a “disgrace ' — would hav<\ that 
is. if either he or Gerald Ford had presented the 
American people with some real challenges during 
the presidential campaign instead of encouraging 
them in the belief that all their problems are the 
fault of somebody else 
The fact is that our cities, which can do no more 
than their citizens give them the mandate and the 
means to do. trail well behind industry in the mat­ 
ter of cleaning up pollution. 
The Wall Street Journal recently reported, tor ex­ 
ample. that the worst polluters of the Mississippi 
River are not private companies but the com­ 
munities along it. In the Baton Rouge area, Exxon 
( orp alone has spent $40 million to clean up its 
refinery operations and the EPA says that other 
companies are doing almost as well. 
By contrast, it took the EPA five years and a law­ 
suit to force the city of Baton Rouge to spend $10 
million to upgrade its sewage treatm ent plants 
The much-maligned industrial polluters are far 
and a wav ahead ot municipalities 
in complying 
with the Water Pollution Control Act of 1972, says 
EPA chief Russell Tram. 
That law set an initial deadline of July 1, 1977 for 
certain improvements in both industrial and 
municipal waste-water treatment. The EPA now 
exptx'ts that 90 per cent of all major industries will 
meet the deadline but only halt the nation's cities 
and towns, serving 40 per cent ot the U.S. popula­ 
tion. will meet them. 
The EPA is finding it much tougher to move 
against local politicians than against business ex- 
ecutives. “ You can shut down a plant 
says one 
EPA regional officer, “ but how can you shut down a 
<*ity,) 
The basic problem, of course is money. Even 
though the federal government subsidizes 75 per 
cent of the cost of building treatment plants, 
inflation-harried and tax-burdened local citizens 
tiave been reluctant to approve the levies and bonds 
and usage charges needed to pick up the other 25 
per cent. 
It will get worse 
The EPA estimates that 
meeting the requirements of the law nationwide 
will cost the federal government $105 billion and the 
cities $35 billion tor what amounts to the biggest 
continuing public works program alter highways 
Even when the treatment plants are built, the 
costs of running and maintaining them will cause 
fiscal problems for many local governments, and 
because of inflation the costs go on rising 
Thus the probability is that we will increasingly 
look to Washington to pay more and more of the 
cost of achieving a clean environment 
- even 
though the federal government has no money ex 
<vpt what it takes from the people in the form of 
taxes, or creates by running the inflationary 
printing presses overtime 
even as we all bemoan 
the steady growth of “ big government.

resiening before his term ends in January. 
This final act would cost him but little, the loss of a tew 
davs puv. but could be of great benefit to the state. For it 
might give Sen-elect S.l 
Havakawa an important 
seniority edge over the other newly elected U.S. senators. 
And seniority in the nation's mightiest legislative body is 
no small matter 
M 
Tunnev should bear no grudge against Hayakawa It 
was a fair tight and Tunney lost more because of his own 
failures and misjudgments of the voter mood, especially 
on the farm labor issue, than anything Hayakawa did 
Hut even if the defeat does rankle. Tunnev can now 
show real class bv putting that aside in the interest ol 
what is now best for the people of his state 
One does not have to reach too tar back in the state s 
htstorv to find precedent tor such magnanimous action 
This very deed was done by Sen. Sheridan Downey back m 
1950. Downey had been elected to the Senate in 1938 and 
had opted to retire. Congresswoman Helen Gahagan 
Douglas was nominated to succeed him She was opposed 
by Richard Nixon who liad been elected to Congress two 
years earlier. It was a Republican year which saw Ear 
Warren elected to an unprecedented third term as govei - 
nor Although Nixon received no help from Warren he 
defeated Douglas easily. 
Shortly thereafter Downey, a Democrat with little ilk 
mg for Nixon, nevertheless announced he would resign lo 
permit Nixon's appointment for the* specific purpose ol 
giving him a break on seniority.

DEAR DR MILLER Years back, mother used to have 
canaries. I’m finally getting around to getting a bird of 
my own. I think A friend had a parakeet which was a 
great little bird, but it died. Are they too delicate? — 
W.D. 
DEAR W.D.: Au contraire. On a per gram basis, or 
otherwise, there isn’t any caged bird less delicate than a 
pluckv little parakeet Parakeets do die by the hundreds 
or thousands daily in this country, but not because it’s a 
basically delicate species True, some die young because 
they are the victims of poor breeding Yet poor care is a 
far more prevalent cause. Even when budgies are basical­ 
ly (genetically) sound, it’s unusual for them to be able to 
live out a normal life span in the home environment. 
Many die of pure neglect Many because loving but un­ 
thinking owners subject them to hazards ranging from 
severe drafts to a flaming fireplace, too the "friendly 
family feline The vast majority of parakeets succumb 
long before their time from more insidious causes, stres­ 
ses related to a less-than-ideal environment, and 
frequently, too. from long-time malnutrition 
DEAR DR MILLER: My dogs do well. I don t need no 
nutrition lecture, but I can’t afford much dog food I just 
want to know about potatoes. Some say they re no good 
for dogs, but why not if they re good enough for people? 
I've got a chance at some cheap sunburned potatoes, too 
bitter for people. If they were cooked and mixed in with 
something good, would the dogs mind the bitter taste ? — 
T.J. 
DEAR T.J.: There's nothing wrong with cooked 
potatoes as a portion of a canine s diet, IF, and that s the 
t«High part, the rest of it is properly balanced (end of lec- 
iuie, There is, however, plenty wrong with those green, 
sunburned potatoes They re poisonous. Don t teed them 
to people or pets under any circumstances. Pot Pointers 
Pots for plants in the aquarium don t have to be hidden 
if you preler them exposed, but they should be arranged 
so that there are no areas between them which cannot be 
reached by scavengers. Plate pots so the clean-up crew, 
be it cat-fish, snails or a vacuum cleaner can effectively 
clean the areas. In using pottenr for tank plantings, be 
sure paints, glazes, or components of the pot itself cannot 
poison the aquarium inhabitants over a period of time. 
DEAR DR MILLER: From my back window I can see a 
low garage roof, and sometimes at night a whole bunch ot 
cats gather there I just wonder why.

DEAR READER — Of course you 
are not doing it on purpose, but it is 
probably a nervous habit that you 
don’t understand Being nervous or 
anxious among other reasons about 
burping just makes matters worse 
The burping occurs because you 
have a lot of air in your stomach, 
Anyone who has air in the stomach 
swallows it. Gas can be formed from 
foods inside the colon but foods are 
not digested or fermented sufficient­ 
ly in the stomach to cause any gas 
there. 


When a doctor or parents tell you 
not to swallow air it is a tough as 
signment since you are unaware ot 
swallowing air to begin with How 
can you stop something you don’t 
know you are doing? 
The best trick I have to ofter is to 
hold a firm rubber eraser between 
your teeth It is difficult to swallow 
with your teeth in that position.

The low level of X 
rays used, and especially if a lead 
shield was used, can't possibly attect 
his reproductive organs 
Millions of males have received 
much rnore radiation than that and 
have not had any ill effects from it 
This is true even though a lead shield 
lor the genitals was not a standard 
procedure at one time 1 approve of 
the precaution of using a shield but 
the truth is that the usual amount ol 
radiation involved in the number of 
diagnostic X rays used is lar below 
the level that will cause any harm

Spartans nip 'Pack 
Vikes hold off Devils

Poise is a quality not easily attained by high school foot- 
hall teams. 
But Damien High's Spartans displayed a great deal of it 
Thursday night on their home field They weathered a 21- 
point Claremont barrage in the first quarter and came 
back for a 28-21 victory and their second consecutive San 
Antonio League co-championship under head coach Dick 
Larson

Claremont, which finished the season with a 2-5 league 
record and 2-7 overall, looked as though it were going to 
blow the Spartans out of the stadium Thursday night 
The Wolipack scored its first touchdowns with just six 
seconds elapsed, scored another within four minutes and 
took a 21-0 lead with just over nine minutes gone

It 's dam m ing time along 
the 1 100-mile California 
coastline. If you don’t get 
vour share, you have only 
vourself to blame.

chowder — clams are a 
gourmet's delight. 
The best clamming tides 
alo n g th e C a lifo rn ia 
c o a s tlin e o ccu r from 
N o v e m b e r 
th ro u g h 
February and from April 
through July. 
Winter’s low clamming 
tides occur during the 
afternoon and evenings, 
and spring lows occur dur­ 
ing the early morning It 
makes a difference, when 
vou stop to consider the 
legal hours for clamming 
are from one-half hour 
before sunrise to one-half 
tiour after sunset 
As a rule of thumb, the 
most successful clamming 
is during minus tides of -0 5 
toot or lower. This is the 
time when untapped clam 
beds can easily be located 
by the digger. 


The extent of digging and 
the location for clamming 
depends upon t he clam you 
are after. 
If you're looking for the 
ever-popular Pismo clam, 
vou head for the long sandy 
strands The Pismo beach 
area. Malibu and Hun­ 
tington Beaches are excep­ 
tional producers. Newport 
Beach can be good, too, but 
vou generally have to go 
farther out into the water 
To take Pismos. you 11 
need a clamming fork (ac­ 
tu ally a p o tato fo rk ), 
preferably with measuring 
device attached They are 
available at many bait and 
tackle shops along the 
coast. 
A measunng device is 
required. The size limit is 
five inches in greatest shell 
diameter north of the boun­ 
dary between San Luis 
Obispo and Monterey coun­ 
ties, and four and one-half 
inches south of that boun­ 
dary. 
In all areas the limit is

The razor clam, which 
most clam m ers prefer 
fried whole, is also found 
along the strands, par­ 
ticularly north of Hum­ 
boldt Bay. DFG marine 
biologist Ronald Warner 
says Clam Beach north of 
Eureka and the strand at 
Crescent City are par­ 
ticularly good for razors. 
“ Razor clam m ing is 
cultish; and I joined the 
cult soon after I got here, 
admits Warner He advises 
looking for clam siphons in 
water along the shore, then 
sp rin g in g into a ctio n 
before a wave washes you 
away.

TOM WAITS: “Small Change” (Asylum 7E-1078). 
Tom Waits would like to be enigmatic He's got the 
voice for it and the sense of melody, plus a first-rate 
storytelling ability.

NEW YORK (LENS) - With 25 
productions, 15 of which are 
musicals, and with 3 more having 
opened last week, Broadway Is 
businer than at any time in the past 
decade. Although ticket prices are as 
high as $15 for most musicals, the 
theaters are packed. 
Receipts have almost doubled in 
the past five years and the recovery 
on Broadway has increased business 
for the city’s restaurants, hotels and 
nightclubs 
There is no single explanation for 
Broadway’s boom Certainly there 
are more attractive shows than at 
any time in the recent past: the 
number of clearcut hits that regular­ 
ly play to packed houses is very 
large. 
Some producers who note that 
Broadway did well in the 1930s, dur­ 
ing the great depression suggest that 
their essentially middle-class 
patrons are flocking to tuneful, at­ 
tractive shows to escape from 
reality. But more logical and signifi­ 
cant are the many theatre-hotel 
packages, now offered by the airlines 
to out-of-state visitors. 
The newest feature on Broadway 
however, has been the rise of black 
middle-class theatre-goers, especial­ 
ly for shows with black casts or 
black authors This new audience has 
been growing steadily over the past 
live years But it has burgeoned this 
season with the arrival of two new 
hits, an original version of G€orge 
Gershwin’s “Porgy and Bess" and a 
play entitled “For Colored Girls who 
have Considered Suicide When the 
Rainbow is Enuf 
by Ntozake 
Shange. 
In addition. Broadway’s fare in­ 
cludes “Me and Bessie,” a musical 
about the legendary jazz singer Bes­ 
sie Smith; “The Wiz,” a black ver­ 
sion of the Wizard of Oz, “Bubbling 
Brown Sugar,” which features Vi­ 
vian Reed, a new singing and danc­ 
ing star ; and an all-black version of 
• Guys and Dolls.” Later in the 
season, a play based on Martin 
Luther King Jr. is scheduled for a 
limited run 
The popularity of these black 
shows, which also attract sizeable 
white audiences, owes a great deal to 
the growth of regional theater. 
Increasingly 
regional 
companies, 
such as the Arena Stage in 
Washington, DC , have been in­ 
cubators for actors and productions 
that have eventually proved succes­ 
sful on Broadway 
The regional theater is now a 
reliable source of material for 
Broadway, and. according to Alex­ 
ander Cohen, who regularly brings 
British shows to Broadway, it offers 
more in the way of exciting or 
quality productions than the London 
stage. 
Nonetheless, Broadway still do 
pends on the English theater lor 
polished and professional plays Thus 
Equus” is in Its third year; 
“Comedians" by Trevor Griffiths 
opens this week, and Harold Pinter s

The suit charges the 
company advertises a 
$79 95 tape player for 
$29.95, then in “ fine print 
buried in a footnote” says 
the purchaser must also 
buy 15 tapes, the total 
purchase costing $176.52. 
“ Also buried in the foot­ 
note,” said a statement 
from the DA’s office 
Wednesday, “ is the fact 
that the consumer will be 
obligated to pay in install­ 
ments and pay a finance 
charge of 20 per cent, 
which is greater than that 
allowed by California 
law." 
Fingerhut Vice P resi­ 
dent Sheldon Halpern said 
in Minnetonka. Minn., that 
the district attorney’s of­ 
f i c e a p p a r e n t l y h a s 
“ d e c id e d to l i t i g a t e 
through the press ” 


“ We are not a fly-by- 
night operation," he said. 
“ We do not rip people off. 
If any of our customers 
doesn’t like the m e r ­ 
chandise we send, they 
have 30 days to send it 
back, no obligation 
Last year Fingerhut’s 
mail order sales exceeded 
$250 million. The company 
claims to be one of the 
nation's largest mail order 
businesses. 
The district attorney's 
office said the complaint 
will seek full restitution for 
consumers found to be vic- 
t i m s of t h e a l l e g e d 
fraudulent practices, plus 
civil penalties of $2,500 for 
every violation.

f e d e r a l 
guidelines allow states to 
renew contracts with some 
P H P s that d on’t pass 
federal muster, but Cali­ 
fornia will not do so, 
Lackner said. 
His action, approved by 
Mario Obledo, 
Brown's 
H e a l t h an d W e l f a r e 
secretary , stem s from 
problems that have sur­ 
rounded the program since 
it was started by Reagan 
aide Earl Brian. 
T h e 
$ 1 0 0 - m i ll i o n 
program now provides 
care for about 200.000 Medi 
Cal recipients. 
The nonprofit PHPs get 
a flat rate per month for 
every Medi-Cal recipient 
they sign up. The state is 
supposed to screen the 
plans to make sure they 
give adequate care. 
Under Medi-Cal each 
visit to a hospital or doctor 
by a recipient is reim- 
burned 
The idea behind PHPs is 
that private clinics run by 


health professionals could 
keep the cost erf treating 
the poor down by stressing 
preventive medicine. 
But from the start of the 
program, there have been 
complaints of shoddy care, 
profiteering, questionable 
financial arrangem ents 
with doctors, political in­ 
fluence, and a lack of state 
Health Department super­ 
vision. 
The controversy came to 
a boil in an Assembly 
subcom m ittee’s 
recent 
hearings into Omni-Rx, a 
major Los Angeles area 
PHP with high political 
connections, allegations of 
poor c a r e and shaky 
finances, and a reluctances 
to let the state see its 
records. 
Last month the federal 
government threatened to 
withdraw $25 million in aid 


unless die state corrected 
p r o b l e m s

program. 
Lackner said that a new 
federal law requires PHPs 
in all statfes to apply for 
federal status as Health 
M a i n t e n a n c e 
O r ­ 
ganizations (HMOs) at 
least 90 days before their 
next contract expires, or 
lose federal funding. 
A ccording to B ru c e 
Yarwood, who becam e 
director of California s 
PHP program seven weeks 
ago, those standards in­ 
clude: 
—An enrollment of no 
more than half Medi-Cal 
patients, and the other half 
private patients. Yarwood 
said that’s to insure “ that 
M e d i- C a l an d o t h e r 
patients are treated the 
same way.” 
—A board of directors 


made up of at least one- 
third enrolled patients. 
-Self-management, rath 
er than contracting to a 
managing company. Many 
PHPs, including Omni-Rx, 
contract work to profit- 
making com panies with 
PHP officers as princi­ 
pals. 
—S p e c ific a tio n s for 
financial stability, quality 
of care, and accessibility 
of records. 
Only one PHP in Califor­ 
nia, Maxi-Care in Los 
Angeles County, now has 
HMO status, Lackner said. 
Some others, including 
Omni-Rx, have applied for 
it.

Spring comes early to 
California gardens — in the 
delicacy of a flowering 
Quince, the blaze of an 
Acacia tree or in glory of a 
Saucer Magnolia. But its 
early arrival is nowhere 
more evident than in the 
Narcissus family, and wise 
gardeners will always in­ 
clude these bulbs to create 
an illusion of spring when 
winter is still on the calen­ 
dar 


On a sunny January day 
there’s no greater joy than 
to pick fragrant bunches of 
Paper Whites. Nor, in late 
w inter, is th ere any 
greater pleasure than in 
picking the most famous of 
all “spring’’ bulbs — giant 
yellow King Alfred Daffo­ 
dil. Surely spring really 
does arrive with this beau­ 


ty — regardless of what the 
calendar indicates. Among 
the smaller bulb flowers, 
the Muscari. Scilla and 
Crocus, are three lovely 
choices that will bring pas­ 
tel shades into the garden 
from January to June. 
Freesias and Sparaxis 
bloom profusely year after 
year with little or no care. 
Omithogalum 
arabicum 
(Star of Bethlehem) is a 
wonderful accent plant 
with large, pure white 
floworheads and seeming­ 
ly uncanny timing to bloom 
at Easter each year 
If you enjoy these har­ 
bingers of spring in your 
garden, the time to start 
planting is now Daffodils 
are best planted in Octo­ 
ber and November, though 
bulbs are to be found in De- 
ce m b e r and m ay be 


early 


planted after Christmas 
for later-th an -n o rm al 
bloom 
Members of the 
California Association of 
Nurserymen urge your 
planting a mixture of var­ 
ieties. thus extending the 
season for months Many 
fine new Daffodils are 
available. 


Color in the garden when 
winter rain and cold makes 
pleasant gardening im­ 
possible is the reward to 
the prudent gardener who 
plants his bed of Pansies or 
Violas now before cold 
weather settles in for the 
winter months 
Pansies and Violas are 
top favorites for winter 
bloom for the very good 
reason that they produce 
color in good quantity dur­ 
ing the most adverse sea­ 
son of the year They are 
cool weather plants that 
thrive in full sun locations 
during the winter months. 


Raised beds provide 
good drainage which these 
annuals prefer to contin­ 
uously wet feet. Feeding 
plavs a big role in bloom 
results too It strengthens 
the plants, producing lar­ 
ger flowers than would 
otherwise develop Start­ 
ing a month after the 
plants have been set out, 
feed every two weeks with 
a flower and garden fertil­ 
izer available at local nur­ 
series. 
Remember, the sooner 
winter annuals are put in. 
the more spectacular the 
show of flowers will be.

Old furniture beaten

If you see someone 
beating the daylights out of 
a piece of furniture, don t 
assume that he or she has 
gone berserk. 
You may be watching 
nothing more than a 
process called “distres­ 
sing." a form of controlled 
mayhem on an inanimate 
object. It usually precedes 
the application of an an- 
t i q ue fi ni sh and is 
sometimes known by itself 
as antiquing 
While most of us worry 
about the possibility of 
marring the* furniture in 
our homes, those who dis­ 
tress furniture are con­ 
stantly figuring out new 
ways to make it appear 
older than it is. The idea, of 
course, is to produce the 
effect of age and wear by 
deliberate means, much 
like a makeup artist works 
over a young actor to 
prepare him for the role of 
an old man. 
Did you know there are 
lactones that specialize in 
t u r n i n g out a n t i q u e 
reproductions hy using the 
various methods erf distres­ 
sing? Unfortunately, there 
are some individuals who 
age' a piece of furniture 
with the purpose of selling 
it as an authentic antique 
How do you distress 
furniture? By hitting it 


with a met al chain; 
rounding sharp edges, but 
not uniformly, denting it 
with a ball peen hammer, 
whacking it with old keys 
on a string; scratching it 
with nails; rubbing it with 
dirt; sanding it against the 
grain; bleaching it in the 
sun; staining it with 
chemicals, 
rolling a 
grinding wheel across the 
surface; drilling it to 
create artificial worm 
holes, scorching it with a 
propane torch, and using 
doz<*ns of other ways to 
simulate aging 
All of these procedures 
are not used on a single 
piece of furniture, since 
the trick is to age the fur­ 
niture and not demolish it, 
but two or three different 
distress methods are often 
applied to a single object 
It all depends on how old 
ami how worn you want the 
furniture to seem to be 
Distressing is only half 
the project 
After that 
comes the task of applying 
an antique finish, known 
many years ago simply as 
glazing There are several 
ways of doing this, but it 
consists basically of put­ 
ting on an opaque base 
coat, allowing it to dry, 
then applying a translucent 
paint and quickly wiping 
off part of it. If done 
properly, the base color 
shows through the glaze 


and gives what may or 
may not be the desired an­ 
tique effect
